@ ani which creeps inevitably to mind at 
such a juncture is that of the Roman god, Janus. 
Janus was the god of all kinds of doorways, gates 
and entrances. He became regarded as the pro- 
tector of all new undertakings and beginnings, 
which accounts for January being the first 
month of the year. He was usually represented as 
having two heads, one looking back and the 
other looking forward. At such a new dawning, 
it is hard not to be Janus-like, and to harbour 
simultaneously nostalgia and anxiety for the 
future. 


Recently my wife and I had the pleasure of 
meeting the oldest living Ridleian, Ron Perry, 
aged 97. He came to the school aged 8 in 1910, 
and he still remembers his time on the new 
Ridley campus (as it then was) with affection. 
He remembers Cricket and the Cross-Country 
(in which he came 4th), and also Dr. Miller, the 
School's tireless, inspirational first Head. Few of 
today's buildings stood in his time. The students, 
all male, numbered under 200, and "technology" 

sas an unknown word. All the same there was a 
@.::::; regard for scholarship and athleticism. 
One of Dr. Miller's favourite aphorisms was 
"Four characteristics grow as flabby as blubber if 
you neglect to exercise them constantly: your 
muscles, your courage, your virtues and your 
mind". 


As Ron Perry has watched his old school mature 
during the 20th Century, he has witnessed sur- 
vival through the tragedy of two world wars, 
together with unimaginable growth and change. 
Greatest of the changes must have been the 
addition of girls in 1973, and the fairly recent 
transition (still incomplete in some minds) to 
full co-education. From earliest times, however, 
the notion of "Ridley spirit" has been a perva- 
sive feature. At mid-century in 1949, as he 
passed his mantle on to Dr. Hamilton, Dr. 
Griffith declared that "the Ridley heritage was 
neither valuable property nor high scholastic 
standards nor athletic achievement as much as it 
was the wonderful fusion of spirit and principle 
and honoured tradition which enveloped the 
School in its unseen strength: intangible, but 

l, it could always be felt in the Ridley atmos- 
phere as it wordlessly inspired teachers and stu- 
dents alike". We all know what he meant. A 
recent new teacher, when asked the main differ- 


ence between life here and his previous (also 
famous) school, avowed that "the students here 


would die for Ridley"! 


So—what of the future? Of course enormous 
challenges lie ahead. In the material sense we 
must bend our backs to the task of bringing 
identified goals—modernization of Middle 
School, expansion of our athletic complex and 
doubling of our endowment, to mention just 
three—to reality. The caprices of government, 
the nature of family life and the marketplace lie 
less within our control. Recent events, like this 
year's truly enchanting dramatic production 
"Lost in Yonkers" and the delightful Carol 
Services leave a warm sense of security. And this 
year's prefects are providing notably vivacious 
leadership. As long as we maintain our sense of 
purpose, and avoid the remotest vestige of men- 
tal or physical "flabbiness", there are good 
grounds for optimism whatever cold draughts 
await independent boarding schools during the 
decades ahead. 


Exactly 60 years ago, King George VI's 
Christmas broadcast to the nation ended with 


the memorable quotation: 


"And I said to the man who stood at the Gate of 
the Year: 'Give me a light that I may tread safely 
into the unknown’. And he replied: 'Go out into 
the darkness and put your hand into the hand of 
God. That shall be to you better than a light 


and safer than a known way. 


At the Gate of the Century, this must surely be 
even more timely advice.

MIDDLE SCHOOL 


How appropriate that snow would greet our students as they exit 
the school on their last day of term. Free of all exams and other 
academic demands, students (as well as parents) can now relax 
and look forward to the many plans made for the holiday break. 
For all first year students and their families, it is a doubly wel- 
comed break. I am sure they remember well their first day at 
school and the anxiety they felt.

While the eyes of the world were on the St. Catharines' Henley 
for the World Rowing Championships in late August 1999, a 
group of distinguished rowers from various parts of the world gath- 
ered at the St. Catharines Museum for the dedication of a unique 
piece of Canadian rowing history: a special reception was held 
retiring the '84 Olympic Gold Medal crew's Empacher shell to the 
St. Catharines Museum. 


All crew members and Coach Campbell of the 1984 crew were in 
attendance at the St. Catharines Museum for the August 28th 
dedication. Neil Campbell ‘51, Ridley's long time Heavy Eight 
coach, was Coach of the Canadian championship Olympic Eight, 
and Brian McMahon '80, was Coxswain. The event also turned 
into an unofficial reunion of former Olympians and others from 
the rowing community. One special gathering was the crew and 
coach of the 1968 Mexico Eight, for which Neil Campbell was 
stroke. Prior to the Olympics, Sports Illustrated had predicted top 
three finishes by New Zealand, the United States, and Australia. 
New Zealand was the reigning World Rowing Champion. Canada 
wasn't even factored into the medals, though in June they had 
beaten the American and East German crews at the Rotsee regat- 
ta in Lucerne. This only served to get the highly motivated crew 
even more focused on their ultimate goal, Olympic Gold!

Rowing History Preserved with Donation of Historic 
Rowing Shell to St. Catharines Museum 


In two heats previous to the final, the Canadians did not win, 
but they did qualify for the Final. The Men's Eight on Sunday 
August 5th, 1984, was the last rowing event of the Games and 
Canada's last chance for gold. Coach Campbell's strategy for the 
Final was simple: charge out of the starting gate and don't let 
anyone row through. It worked brilliantly, though no more than 
a precious half second separated the charging U.S.A. crew from 
Canada at the finish line! 


The crew had been assembled by Neil Campbell and they, along 
with the rest of Canada's rowing contingent, trained on the 
Henley Course for that summer's big event. It was a fast crew, 
and once they picked up their new Empacher shell for the races 
in Switzerland, they were confident of their prospects. Later, the 
magic of crew, coach, and shell would continue after the 
Olympics with four consecutive victories at the Head of the 
Charles. Subsequent Ridley College crews would also use the 
shell in taking the Thames Cup at the English Henley. The shell 
was eventually donated to the Ridley Graduate Boat Club by the 
Schmon's, a family prominent in the area and long time Ridley 
supporters, and it was last used at the CSSRA Regatta in June 
1999 by the Ridley College Men's Senior Lightweight crew. 


Speaking on behalf of Brian McMahon and the rest of the crew, 
Kevin Nuefeld, also from St. Catharines, said, "Neil, thank you 
for your belief in us, for your determination, and for leading us to 
that gold medal. I think everybody in this room 
knows that you don't have an accomplish- 
ment like that without having an absolute 
host of support behind you, and for this 
crew, I know that the St. Catharines! row- 
ing community, was that support for us". 
Kevin recalled, "I will always think of a

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misty Sunday morning at Lake Casitas, eight Canadian oars- 
men reaching down to the very bottom of their energy to 
keep the prow of their shell a couple of feet ahead of an 
onrushing U.S. boat until 2,000 metres had been raced. This 
was a triumph to be savored and treasured. It was dramatic 
and hard won. Its elements included so many of the classic 
virtues like courage and dedication and unselfishness. It was 
obtained by anonymous, uncomplaining men who cared 
about nothing except the gold medal no Canadian crew 
before them had ever won." 


All of this tremendous spirit which prevailed 15 years ago, 
generated primarily in St. Catharines, climaxed with the 
Olympic championship, and has been captured in an exhila- 
rating ten-minute video, "Men of Gold," featuring the origi- 
nal race footage and narration by CBC. Sports. The video is 
part of a permanent exhibit which also showcases artifacts 
provided by the crew and others. The whole project was 
made possible by the 'Friends of the Olympic Eight’, co-ordi- 
nated by Dr. Fraser MacKay '73, of St. Catharines who was 
himself a former rower and National Team physician. In 
addition, the ‘84 Olympic Men’s team physician was Ridley’s 
ng-standing doctor from 1964 to 1995, Dr. John Stewart. 


Getting the shell into the Museum was another story. The 
Museum is located at Lock 3 on the Welland Ship Canal, 
home of an observation platform where half a million visi- 
tors a year watch ships from around the world on their jour- 
ney through the Great Lakes. Peak tourist season is not the 
best time to install a 57 foot long (17.1m) artifact! As Jack 
Nicholson (himself a National Team Coach and current 
coach of Ridley's Heavy Eight Crews) and his group of vol- 
unteers approached the lobby of the museum with the shell 
in hand, the crowd magically disappeared to go outside to 
view a ship arrival. This provided just enough time to safely 
transport the shell, raise it 11'6" feet (3.5m) off the floor, 
and mount it in place. Imagine the chills which went up the 
spines of those assembled when afterwards it was realized 
that the ship which so conveniently drew the visitors outside 
was named the OLYMPIC MENTOR. The shell's magic had 


worked one more time.

The Sifton Bog is an acidic bog in which only a limited 
number of plants can grow and Bill Judd knows most of 
them personally. He has devoted much of his life to its 

preservation and educating people about its importance. 


The London Conservation Authority, which owns and 
manages most of the bog puts it this way: “In 1957, a 
movement to preserve the bog was led by Dr. W.W. Judd . . 
who has written over 50 articles on the Bog. . . (and) 
whose willingness to share insights has contributed 
immeasurably.” 


Members of London’s naturalist community, his academic 
colleagues and city officials all agree that it was Judd for 
the defense when the bog was under the development gun 


in the 1950s and early 1960s. 


Quiet letters to the newspaper started the ball rolling. 
Everyone who talkes about William Wallace Judd associ- 
ates him with saving the bog and protecting it for genera- 
tions of Londoners to enjoy. “Helping to keep the world of 
nature natural,” is how he would liked to be remembered. 


Bill’s love of nature started in childhood with a enthusiasm 
sparked by the writings of American children’s author 
Thornton W. Burgess. He was taken not only with the 
tales of Sammy Jay and the other animal characters 
Burgess created, but with the author’s more serious works. 


Exploring the fields and woods around his family’s 
Windsor, Nova Scotia home was a favourite pastime. His 
family moved to the Hamilton area as his Anglican cleric 
father’s career took him to Ontario. Bill spent the last two 
years of his high school eduction at Ridley, winning The 
Judge Benson Memorial Prize for Diligence. An undergrad- 
uate degree at McMaster was followed by a Master’s degree 
in applied biology from Western in 1940. After wartime 
service as a meteorological officer with the RCAF, Judd 
completed his PhD at Toronto and began teaching at 
McMaster. He arrived at Western in 1950, eventually 
becoming a zoology professor. 


Over the years he has written hundreds of articles on 
everything from birds in Goose Bay to rare garter snakes. 
Honours which have come to him include a certificate of 
appreciation from the City of London (1996), heritage 
recognition from the Ontario Heritage Foundation (1997), 
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William W. Judd ‘34 


Keeping the World of Nature Natural 
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a certificate of appreciation from the Entomological 
Society of Ontario (1997) and the W.E. Saunders Natural 
History Award from the Federation of Ontario Naturalists 
(1998). He was also honoured recently in the Alumni 
Gallery “Hall of Fame” at McMaster. 


Bill and his late wife Kathryn have four children. As you 
would expect a zoologist to say, “They are all fledged.” 


It takes little convincing to get the professor emeritus to 
don his “standard equipment”, rubber boots, plaid cap and 
trench coat and head out to the bog. “The fact it’s in the 
middle of a city, it’s damn peculiar,” Judd says. “It sits there 
.. fills up with water and it doesn’t actually drain. During 
the year, the surface may go down a foot, but it remains a 
big wet area... a big soup bowl.” 


Bill Judd continues to immerse himself in his many pur- 
suits: church history, family lore and genealogy but the 
Sifton Bog will be his legacy.

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In the last issue of Tiger we reported the creation or top up of several named bursary 
funds. Since the summer, encouraged by the Trustees’ Challenge matching fund and 
inspired by the need to help deserving students experience Ridley, several more generous 
benefactors have established new bursaries or topped up ones they began during the 
Second Century Campaign. As well a growing number of alumni classes have adopted 
financial assistance as the project for their fundraising efforts in the annual Ridley Fund. 


New named bursary endowment funds have been created by Mr. James G. Thompson '44 
and by the late George M. Hendrie '49 Estate. Existing named funds have received the 
support of E.W. 'Peter' Mandeville '38, Peter S. Gooderham '44, Donald C. McFarlane 
'44, Alexander J. Carley '53, the Estate of Mary Alice Spaulding, the Estate of Eric H. 
Humphries II '63 and David S. Willmot '68. These individual gifts range in size from 
$5,000 to over $100,000 for a total in excess of $325,000 in new endowment monies. 


Add to this the response of alumni and parents who have contributed to class bursaries, 
to the Alumni Scholarship or to the Family Guild Bursary through the Ridley Fund. From 
July 1 to November 1999 a total of $120,000 in new gifts have gone to these causes. 





Originally established with a bequest of $110,000 a further $10,000 has been received 
from the Ron Angleman Estate to create a maintenance fund to help cover annual cost 
of tree and shrubbery planting to beautify the campus. 


A very generous donation to the Pooled Income Fund in the Ridley College U.S. 
Scholarship Fund, Inc. has been received from Anthony B. Jerauld '59. Tony will receive 
annual income payments throughout his life and eventually the school will receive the 
principle to establish a named bursary fund. 


A magnificent deferred gift in the form of an insurance policy donated by past parents 
(and former Board member) Mr. & Mrs. Bruce Etherington provides the school with a 
large asset today and a future gift transforming in nature. Through these types of gifts 
(insurance policies) together with known bequests the school's planned gift programme 
holds $8.2 million in deferred giving.

Gift Making Strategies 


Over the past few years changes to tax 
law have provided Ridley supporters with 
creative ways to help the school realize 
its goals while providing maximum bene- 
fit to its benefactors — a win-win situa- 
tion! 


Bequests 

If your estate is likely to have a substan- 
tial tax liability, or you can't afford to 
make a substantial gift during your life- 
time, consider a bequest in your will. 


Your donation will generate a tax credit 
for use in your final tax return. In the 
year of death, credits can be claimed on 
donations of up to 100% of net income 
(the usual maximum is 75% of net 
income). Any excess can be car- 
ried back and applied to the pre- 
vious year's tax return, again to a 
maximum donation of 100% of 
net income for that year. 


If you have a sizable Registered 


Securities Instead of Cash 

If you own publicly-traded securities or 
mutual funds that have increased in 
value, you may want to consider donat- 
ing the securities directly to a charity. 


Here's how it works. Usually, when you 
sell securities or transfer ownership to 
anyone other than your spouse, you must 
pay tax on 75% of any capital gain that 
you realize. 


But if you transfer ownership of certain 
types of securities directly to a charity 
(other than a private foundation), you're 
taxed on only 37.5% of the capital gain.

Ueley The Story of a Canadian School 


DETAILS ABOUT ORDERING THE BOOK WILL APPEAR IN THE SUMMER ISSUE OF TIGER. 
INTRODUCTION 


The 'Argument' of the book is that the history of Ridley reflects, and sometimes contrasts with, the evolution of the 
Dominion of Canada. When it is a true reflection, its products become influential leaders in all aspects of Canadian life. 
When it is in contrast, a fluctuating enrollment pattern necessitates adjustments to the school's educational offerings. 
The book traces this school's history through three phases. 


BOOK ONE: THE FOUNDER'S RIDLEY: 1888-1921 Lead writer: Richard Bradley 


The school was founded to meet the educational needs of a branch of the Dominion's 'wasp' leadership. It hearkened 
back to the mother country for its rituals and traditions; but it recognized (particularly through the vision of Rev. John 
Ormsby Miller) the Canadian identity of a pioneer people. The ultimate expression of its identity was the unquestioning 
response to the Allied cause in World War I. The Memorial Chapel is the repository of that ideal. 


BOOK TWO: TRADITIONAL RIDLEY: 1921-1971 Lead writer: Richard Bradley 


The middle years of the school's story reflect the gradual diversification and modernization of Canada: the school grew 
in size and in sophistication, but it was also a bastion of tradition. Pride of membership was expressed in the consistent 

ccess of its teams, the perpetuation of a caste system based on seniority, the discipline of its cadet program and the 
inculcation of good study habits. Once again, in World War IH, Ridleians made an heroic contribution to the preservation 
of the free world. But as the post-war world evolved, Ridley's traditional identity gradually led to a degree of isolation. 
Competitive success in its activities continued, but young people were less ready to embrace the tradition. At the very 
end of these fifty years, a declining enrollment imposed the necessity for change. 


BOOK THREE: MODERN RIDLEY: 1971-2000 Lead writer: Paul Lewis 


As Canadian society diversified, and young people became a significant part of 
consumer society, Ridley could not remain isolated from the pursuit of novel 
experience. Over the course of twenty years, its social systems, its athletic program, 
its academic offerings and its offering of wider opportunities for self-expression 
gave it a new vibrancy. Especially, the gradual move to full co-education dis- 
placed the cherished unity of traditional Ridley. Unusual care was taken to keep 
the heritage (through memorial symbols and rituals) high in the school's con- 
sciousness. The acceptance of a high percentage of non-Canadians made it a 
training ground for citizens of a global society. At the end of the twentieth 
century, Ridley probably reflects contemporary Canada better than it did at the 
beginning, but future survival depends upon vigilant and perceptive leadership 
at all levels.

9 Peter J.V. Worthington '45 witnesses the slaying of 
Lee Harvey Oswald

On Friday, November 22, 1963, the day President John FE Kennedy was assassinated, Peter Worthington ‘45 and two col- 
leagues, from the Toronto "Telegram" newspaper, were dispatched to the national capital to report on leads and stories in 
Washington. The "Telegram's" Washington bureau chief was in Dallas covering the Kennedys’ visit and was flying back with 
Mrs. Kennedy, President Lyndon Johnson, Mrs. Johnson and the body of the slain President. 


After working around the clock, it suddenly occurred to the "Tely" reporters that having all of them chasing news stories in 
Washington was redundant and that Dallas had been left uncovered. The "Tely" had no one there to follow the fate of the 
alleged assassin, Lee Harvey Oswald, who had shot a policeman and been arrested in a theatre. 


Having taken the overnight flight to Dallas, Worthington checked into his hotel in a "disreputable state", exhausted, 
unshaven and wearing the same clothes he had worn almost constantly since leaving Toronto. 


The Sunday papers said that Oswald was to be transferred that evening from the police station to the county jail. For reasons 
Worthington "can't explain" he decided to reconnoiter the Dallas police station before going to bed. Amid unbelievably lax 
security Worthington learned that Oswald's transfer time had been changed from that evening to the morning and that he 
could join others in the underground garage. He was cautioned to pay no attention to the first van as it was a decoy with a 
second van to take a different route, "just to play it safe". 


Moments later Oswald appeared in the garage of the police station and Jack Ruby lunged from the crowd and fired at point 
blank range. The rest of the story is history.
